The Justice Department probe 
is part of an inquiry initiated 
several months ago. when ü team 
of prosecuiors began te check into 
the methods of a special unit 
of the FBI's New York office, 
known as Squad 47. 

Sqund 47 — now disbsndcd, 
with 44 former agente in the unit 
ha ving been given limited im- 
munity from proseeutfcm — was 
assigned te investsgate the 
Weather Underground and other 
ratlical activities. 

"In return for the gntnte of 
unmunity," the Times reports, 
'the agents we re reportedly 
ex peet cd to discuss with the 
prosecutors the origin of their 
orders, indicaiing that the Lnves- 
tigmljon was Luming toward the 
FBI's higher-level offices- The 
men given immunüy were al!

CHichmond, Calif.) - Close te 
500 Black. Chicano and poor 
White resident® lurned out al a 
Richmond City Coundl meeting 
last week te protest rising inci¬ 
dent® of poiice brutality. T3ie 
crowd threatened decisive and 
swifL ïiction. possibly in the form 
of an economie boycott, if their 
immediate domands were not 
met. Organized by a diverse 
colleetion of community groups 
and mdividuols. the demonstra- 
tion left a stunning impact on the 
Richmond city government and 
its offlcials- 

The coaUtion which organized 
the demons! rat ion includcd the 
Donyale McCollins Oefense Gom- 
mittee, HELP. the Interdenomi- 
national Ministerial Alliance. the 
NAACP, and the Nalion of Islaih, 
Re presen latives from THE 
BLACK PANTHEK also altended 
severöl organizing meetings 

Special ere ld l s hou ld go to the 
Donyale McCollins Defense Com- 
mittee and HELP for refusing te 
kt the issue of poiice abuse die 
awny after two recent incidents. 
Earlier this summer ï5’Vear-old 
Donyale McCollins. o young 
Black woman, w r as boaten, 
stomped and kicked by a White 
Richmond poiice officer. HE2P 
was formed after Richmond und 


23 of this year. 

With these two groups as a 
nucleus, U.P IUnited Peoplei was 
formed lo attack the probkm of 
poiice abuse. At last week's 
Council meeting Rev James 
King opened the group s welJ- 
organized presenteiion by briefly 
explaining the history and pur- 
pose of the U . P coalition 

Then the well-known and re- 
spected. Rev, Fronk Pinkard, 
acting as chief spokesperson for 
the evening, proceeded to blsst 
the Richmond City CounciFs 


poiice ahuse. 

"Since the age of fiveRev. 
Pinkard said, "l have lived with 
conünual harassment from pc’sllce 
and insensitivity from elected 
officials. As a preacher/ he went 
on. “I have had ton many 
compkiiits from pBrisJiioners 
about poiice abuse 

The meeting began to take on 
ihe atmosphere of a Sunday 
church meeting as Pinkard liter- 
fli| y preached to the Couneii. 
stating. 

"If the City Coundl does nol 
act, we wil) speak te you from the 
ballot box. . We wiU not burn 
Richmond bul we will contrei il 
and set it righi. 

If immediflte act ion by the 
Couneii was not taken, saki 
Pinkard , the coalition wou ld 
begin an economie boycott Pink¬ 
ard cailed thé huge gaLhering at 
the meeting “an exerdse of 
democracy in its truest form " 

Five specific demands wh:ch 
were presented te the Couneii 
were: 

1 . Public hearing® on the 
prublèins of pt>ïiCf ahuse;

pumshment." 

The ruling sta tod that the 
statut? did not give a judge or a 
jury leeway to exercise discretion 
in deciding an appropriate sen- 
lence for a particulor case, 

I he dcdsion was the first Iegal 
test of New York State s death 
penalty since ihe Juiy 2 Supreme

Since Justice McQuilInn serves 
on the state supreme court. the 
trial coutt of genera! jurisdic- 
üon, his ruling is not binding on 
other supreme court justices, h 
is. however, expected to be given 
great weight by them as the first 
decisïün giving reasons why the 
Ntatutc is un-Constitutional and 
s ince Justice McQuillan is con- 
sidered one of the leading 

fiuthoritieson the state's criminal 

law.

Machetti s Laiyyers leamed of 
the execution date only on Fridav, 
October 15, They informed the 
American Ciril Liberties Union of 
Georgia Eind the Georgia Com- 
mittee Against the Death Pen- 
aJty These groups pubficized the 
dangerto Machetti’s Ufe 

Machetti himself found out 
aboui the date by hearing it on 
the radio, according to Mary 

Hougbnd of the ACLU T who 
risited him October 18. 

Öppoiients of Jegalized murder 
mobilUed immediately. The 
Georgia committee heid a news 
conference October 18 to demand 
that no executions take place and 
lo publieke a protest raüy held 
on October 23. 

Speakers at the news confer¬ 
ence induded Georgia state Jegis- 
lators David ScoU and Douglass 
Dean; Atlnntn Mayor Ma>-nard 
Jackson; and Clinton Deveaux.

Jondell Johnson, director of the 
A riants NAACP, issued a joim 
statóment at the news confer¬ 
ence.

Mflyór Jackson blasted the 
death penalty as 'bloodlettmg " 
He said it w r as "poor people. 
Black people, and uneducated 
people," who bore the brunt of 
this “bmtal. barbaric punish- 
ment." the Guardian report^. 

Althcugh Machetti i& White, 
the ratiam of the death penalty 
here is teil documented.

(Sacramento, ColifJ * The statr 
Department of Health has re- 
vealed in a recent report that 
many jails in five Californk 
counties use forced medicaLion a? 
the only form of Irentïng mentüJJy 
disturbed inmates. 

The study pointod out several 
reaaouB why mentally dfMurbed 
inmates require special attenLion, 
including their tessenod abüity c., 
cope with the rigors of mcarcera^ 
tion and their vulnerability to 
psychic damage. 

According to official figuren, 
seven per cent of adult inmates 
and three per cent of incarcerated 
juveniles in California suffer from 
psychotic disorders. Among the 
committoe s recommendatinns to 
im prove conditions for psychiatm 
inmates were: LhiU the state 
Department of CorTêcüong, with 
assistance from the Health De* 
parement, put together apecifk 
siimdards for housing mentally til 
inmates; that specific procedures 
be implementerf to detect mental

Zaïre Peace Corps 
Heat! Exposed 
As Ex Army 
Intellgence Man 

ISan Francisco, Calif t - An 
ex-Army inteJIigence officer in 
Vietnam is now the directer of the 
Peace Corps in Zaire, in vi&lation 
of Peace Corps policy, the San 
Francisco Chramde reported last 
week. 

William H Crosson, 59, served 
as a high-ranking intelligence 
colonel ïn the U,S, military 
command's headquarters in Viet¬ 
nam fronn Februaiy, 1965, until 
April, 1966, After retfrmg from 
the Army tn 1967 following a 
30-year career. Crosson joined 
the Peace Corps in March, 1972. 
and now directs the activities of 
aboul 200 Peace Corps voiunieers 
in Zaire. formerly the Belgian 
Congo. 

The code of federai fegulalïons 
requires that poten bal Peace 
Corps voiunieers must "not have 
worked for or served in »nv 
intelligence agency, dvüian or 
military, or have been associated 
wiih any intelligencé opera- 
lions/' 

POLI Cï STA TEMEBtT 

The Peace Corps policy state¬ 
ment stipubtes that, “Any per- 
son whose application reveais 
intelligence activily I oiher than 
CIA) within the past 10 years 
shall be barred from considera- 
lion for posjtions in Peace Corps 
operaticns overseas and in AC- 
TION‘9 office of international 
Operations," (ACT10N is a fed¬ 
erai agency crea Eed in 1971 by the 
merger of thé Peace Corps and 
VISTA — Volunteers in Serv ice to 
America, a domestic version of 
the Peace Corps). 

Founded by the late President 
John F Kennedy in 1961, the 
Peace Corps was immcdiatelv 
regarded mispicUnisty by matiy of 
the African and other Third 
World Cóumries to which volun- 
teers were sent. AJlhuugh the 
alleged purpose nf the agency is 
to pro vide urtderdeveioped coun- 
trios with technological and edu- 
cotional aid. the Third Wm\d has 
fang regarded the Peace Corp s as 
nothing more than an intelligence 
ann of thé C S. 

Throughout ita hhstory, the 
Peace Corps has frequently been 
in the middle ui cont rovers ia I 
ptililical issues mvolvmg the U.S 
and the host country 

Peace Corps officials in Wash¬ 
ington said that Crosson s intelli- 
genco background md agency 
carwr is bemg thoroughlv inves 
tiga led.

My 
öUOmeys had investigaled Frey's 
background, and they found a 
long hïstory of harassing and 
mistreating Black people and 
inaking racist statements ahout 
Blacks and to Blacks 

Unfortunateily for Frey, his 
hobits boomeranged that time^ I 
do not knoxv what happened 
because I was unconscious, but 
things did not work out as he 
wantod or expected ihem to, I 
guess he thought that if he coutd 


bring me in dead. he would be 
given o promotion 
The marijuana charge was 
aheer fabrication First of ali, no 
member of the Black Pan the r 
Party uses drugs. It ia absolutely 
for bidden. Anyone disco vered 
violaüng this rule ia expeüed 
früm the Party. Narcotica prohi- 
bition is part of the Black Pan the r 
pnnciple of obeying the law to the 
klier, Eötb Charles Gany and I 
believed that the marijuana found 
in the car and in my trouwers was 
plan Led there by the police. 
Ha ving been stopped by mom¬ 
bers of the Oakland police farce 
more than fifty times in the past 
year, why would 1 take the risk? 
Knówing that at any moment of 
the day or night I was liable to he 
thoroughly searched and my car 
inspected, I would never have 
boen reckless enough to carry 
marijuana, even if I had wanted 
io use it - whkh I didnt, If the 
matchboxes really we re in La- 
Veme's car that night, there is no 
way of knowing hotv they got 
there, Dozens of people used her 


car, mfljny of whom she knew only 
slightly, since they were friends 
of friends, But it ja far more likely 
that the police wero beha ving as 
usual» ka ving out no possibility 
in their detérminatïon to roüroad 
me to jaii. 

As for béing a felon with a gun* 
I, of coiirse. was not carrying a 
weapon but had been out cele- 
brating the end of my probation 
that night, There was no reason 
for me to have o gun and no 
reason to avoid arrest on this 
count, Nor did I conaider myself a 
felon, The origmaJ conviction of 
felony was a cempÜcated one, 
anyway, going back to the Odéll 
Lee case in 196-t. Under Califor- 
nb IftW. thé seniencü a defenrïanl 
rcceives determines whether he 
is a ‘ felon r ' or a ' ‘misdémean- 
ant '' If he b séntenced to a state 
prison, he is a felon: a misdé- 
men nam usuaJly goes to a county 
jaii Wh en l was convieted of 
assaulting OdeU Lee with a 
deadly weapon. ! was sentenced 
to three years r probation, a 
condition being that I serve six 
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ïiionths in the county jaii. This 
mcaiit I was a misdemeanani 
Howcver, sn my murder trial the 
judge testified that I had been 
sentenced to the state prison and 
that then the senienco had been 
suspended As a ctmdirion of my 
probation i spent six months in 
thé county jaii- TechmcaUy the 
state conaiderod me a felon. In 
the end» this pnovod to be 
revérsïble error. Although I could 
have changed my légal status in 
the courts, 1 aéier petitioned 
because 1 did not consider myself 
a féïon. 

But the prostsruiton did, mul 
planned its whole case around the 
point Not onlv did they wam to 
show- 1 would commit murder to 
avoid arrest, bui they also wanted

In his opéning statement to the 
jury Jensen charged that I had 
murdered Offtcer John Frey with 
fuÜ intent, that f had shot Officer 
Herbert Heanos, and that I had 
kidnopped Dell Ross, He said that 
when the first policeman stopped 
me 1 had given him fake 
iderLtification, but when the sec- 
ond officcr came up, I had 
correct lv idenlified myaelf, Then 
the First officer, Frey, placed me 
under arrest. He ctaimed that 
when the police walked me back 
to his car, ] produced n gun and 
began firing. 

Accürding to Jensen. I shot 
Officer Frey wiLb my own gun, 
w-hieh I pulled from inside in 
shirt, Lhen look his gun and 
continued shootïng. I was 
charged with shooting Officer 
Frey five times and Officer 
Heanes three times. Officer 
Heanes w *as supposed to have 
shot me nnce. After this, the 
prosecutor said. t escaped and 
forced Dell Ross to tüké me to 
another pari of O uk land 

The most crucbl challenge 
facing the prosecution was to 
éstablish motivation for my 
alleged actions. Jensen daimed 
that f had three motives for my 
alleged crimes. 

First, he said, I had had a prior 
conviction fora felony Eind wns on 
probation. Becauseof this, t knew 
that having a conceaied weapon 
on my person could lead to 
another felony conviction if ihe 
police offkers found the gun on 
me. 

Sécond, they daimed that 1 had 
marijuana in the car and Ihfit bits 
of marijuana hnd been found in 
the pocket of my pants; this, too, 
could lead to another felony beef 

And, third, they daimed thm I 
had given faïse identification to 
Lhe police officer, which wos a 
violation of thé !aw. For these 

réii«üns, tbc prosecutor daimed ï 
WBia Ho desperate to escape 
another felony charge that 1 killéd 
C| a nffïcer, wounded «nothér, and 
kidnapped a Citizen, As 3 said 
bofore, the prosecutor was willing 
to go to nny lengths to win his 
case.

ster's XationalisL Party, Dirk 
M lidge. and are attended by 
selecled tribal chiefs! 

In August this group put 
forw r ard a plan for the 'independ- 
*nce h ' of Namibia by the end of 
1978. Dirk Mudge is foreseen as 
being the firsl prime minister," 
and ihe govemment would be 
based on the same apartheid 
aystem of ethnic/triba! represen- 
Ulïon. There waa no mention of 
holding elecUons and the South 
African military would remaïn in 


the territory. 

‘SWAPO hos rejected and 
con^emned this .schema in Nami¬ 
bia," Nujoma said “We wil! 
never participaU* in these tribal 
COnstiUitionaJ talks because it 
would be detriment at Lo the 
intereaLs of the oppressed people 
of Namibia, The participants al 
these constituEional tafka we re 
hand-picked by the racist regime 
of South Africa. Some of them are 
not even traditional chiefs in the 
true sense. but are clements who 
have been working either as 
poticemen or interpreters at the 
cotonial offices. 

‘On the other hand, we know 
some traditional chiefs who,

Marshallese are pack cd every- 
where on 70-acreÊbeye island— 
the highest popuJation densïty in 
the Pacific. No Marshallese are 
allowed to live on Kwajalein and 
those working there must be off 
the island by 0:00 p,m. On 

neighboring Ebeye, there is one 
doctor for the enlire community, 
no high school and seriously 

uiisaniUry living conditions. It ia 
not uncommon for 10 to 20 

people to be crowded into one of 
the 308 öne-room apartments 
provided by the U.S, govem- 
ment.

Stevenson doesn 't usually live 
in Havana — He lives in Ohente 
Previnee -- but he nas staying 
with an aunt wkile training for the 
Pan American Games (where he 
walked off with a gold medat .) 
He's an easy-going man who 
seems pleased with hts fame but 
not ouerwhelmed by it, and 
Qppears fust as proad of his 
famdy as of his own boxing 
sücccss.

One day in 1966, I deeided to 
pul on gloves. It was the very first 
time There was u kid there who 
had n iot ol training and ] traded a 
few punchcs with him. When I 
took off the glüvL's, the trainer, 
who had heen watching, taJked 
with me and asked me U> take up 
boxing, But 1 said that 1 preforred 
1 aaeboll. He told me that I was 
ist waslmg my time with base¬ 
ball but said. ‘ ‘Okay v so you like 
baseball, you can do hqth/ 1 and I 
said, ,J Okay. if I don't have Lo 
give up baseball — but when 
there's a championahip game, it‘s 
baseball for me/* And thot r s bow' 
we left things. 


But at that moment, he knew- 
something I didn't know ( that the 
boxing champi onship would be 
held before the baseball champ- 
ionships. And J began to pmetice. 
Two weeks before the regional 
boxing champïonships, we had to 
icave to train — I was a bit 
worried because the regional 
baseball ehampionships were 
going to be held around that time 
and I was afraid I wouldn t be 
back in time, But everyone 
asstired me f'd be back. So j 
fought my first match and won, 
and there 1 was, right in the 
middle of the ehampionships. 

Q: What do you think of the 
boxing you ve seen in other 
cüüntries? 

STEVENSON: My first trip 
abroad was to compote in 1970 in 
the Oiympic Hopes Tournament 


in Bulgaha. 1 won the gold medal , 
three matches by kayos. t beat a 
Soviet, German^ and a Ruman- 
ion. Something interesting hap- 
pened there — I thought I 
wouldn t find anyone taller than 1 
ara. but there was a Soviei taller . 
and a Genman who was taller than 
both of us, It tumed out that I was 
one of the shortest; only the 
Rumanian was ahorter. I‘m 6-3 J : . 
they were all 6-4 and 6-5. and 
they moved very web in the ring, 
usmgthe European style w'bich is 
very different from Cuba s, from 
the Latin style of boxing, which is 
very eesthetic, very elegant, 
DIFFEK£HCE 

Q. Whafs the difference, as 
you see it, between boxing in 
Cuba and professional boxing in 
the U.S/? 

STEVENSON: First of all, box- 
mg in Cuba is orgnnized the saaie 
as all other sports, according to 
categories- Fifteen-year-olds play 
in one category, older players in 
ftnother, nnd soon, the same as m 
all coüntnes. Vou move from one 
category' to another. de pen ding 
on your age and the matches 
you ve competed in, Here in 
Cuba thé rules are really fob 
lowed, not like it is in. other 
coimtnes where they fooi around 
with requirements out of seJb 
interest* Ignortng the mies can 
havo ïrogïc rosults. 

In Cuba, il s traditional to 
altend sports evonts, to give thom 
the attention they desene. There 
are al way s excepttons, of course. 
and even before the Revolupon 
there were those who wero 
agtbnst professional boxing, in- 
cluding some who liked the sport, 

Th en there was the other poim of 
view. those who cwildn’t iinugine 
the sport without profossioa- 
alism, who thought mbk-tes 
should play prok ssion ally umi 
nolbing ebe.

The South African government, 
Internews reported, pflid all ex- 
penses for al least 100 private 
guests, mostly businessmen and 
joumalists from reactionary Latin 
American countries and Western 
Europe, w^ho aitended the Umtata 
celebratlon. Andrew Hatchers 
company, the Mew r Vork-ba$ed 
Sydncy S. Baron Public Relations 
Agency. hos a one-year 5365,000 
contract with the South African 
gOVernment. The Baron Company 
and the South African Kmlmssy m 
Washington. D.C., refused to 
divuige the names of the Ameri- 
cariH whom Halcher led in 
Umtata. 

Sixty-one-year old Puramount 
Chief Kaiser Mutarirtma is the 
first "prime minister of the 
Transkei. Prior to the September 
29 elections in the Xhosa "'home' 
land," Maianzima rounded up 
all opponents of his National 
Independence Party and Lhrew 
them in jail, Lhereby ensuring his 
party's ruie of the country. 

The Sunday Times of Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, haft run u 
series of articles exposing the 
corrupt activities of Matanzima 
and his brother George, the new 
"’foreign minister. ' The Times 
charges that companies owned by 
the Matanzima Brothers hought 
hotels from the Bantu Trust, o 
South African government 
agency that assists Black busi- 
nesses.
